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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. This action is in response to the remark filed on January 25 th , 2010. 

2. Claims 1, 6,1 1-13 and 15 have been amended. 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments see Page 12 - 18, filed January 25 th ,2010 with respect to claims 1- 
16 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-16 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 - 16 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 - 16 are 
allowable with respect to the robot safety level is a volume calculated as a function of a joint 
angle, a capability of the joint angle, a timing a potential risk, and a planned action, and the 
volume is calculated as the area of safe space definition circles which has a radius being a 
distance between the movable robot apparatus and obstacle. The prior art reference, Yamamoto ( 
US Pat No 6330494 ) shows a control method that used as safety level detection method for 
robot control along with Furuta et al ( US Pat No 7057367) shows a safe space between the two

joint angle as safety volume; However,Yamamoto in view of Furuta et al does not show the 
volume is calculated as the area of safe space definition circle which has a radius being a 
distance between the robot and obstacle and a center being the movable robot apparatus.
